Washington—Tho first evidence of 


discord in the handling of the present 
foreign policy of the United States 
has come with the announcement by 
Senator Borah, chairman" of the for- 
eign relations committee of the senate, 
that ho did not believe a break with 
Mexico was imminent. 


Usually matters of policy which in- 


volve foreign governments are work- 
ed out in advance between the senate 
foreign relations committee and the 
department of state so that a united 
front is presented against the. rest 
of the world. Mr. Borah's statement 
is taken to mean that he did not sym- 
pathize with the move and Mexico 
therefore may interpret this step as 
a sign that President Coolidge and 
Secretary Kellogg are not speaking 
for the whole government. 


MAY WEAKEN ACTION 


While the matter of severing diplo- 


matic relations does not require the 
consent of the senate, 
nevertheless 


any forceful steps which may flow 
as a consequence of the action would 
require congressional approval. 
To 


the extent that Mexico thinks con- 
gress will not back up the department 
of state is the head of the executive 
branch of the government weakened. 


If it is possible for Mexican diplo- 


macy to drive a wedge as between the 
Borah 
viewpoint and the 
Kellogg 


notes, this will of course be done. It 
is unquestionably good strategy for 
Mexico and 
will assist the 
people 


south of the Rio Grande to believe that 
their own government is right in pur. 
suing the matter along the lines of 
previous policy. 


TEST :\IAY COME 


The test of whether the senate or 


the executive branch of the govern- 
ment can take such an important step 
aa severing diplomatic lelations with- 
out congressional accord may come 
in the Mexican question. 
Constitu- 


tionally the executive can order diplo- 
matic relations b okcn without con- 
sulting congress before or afterwards, 
though President Wilson did report to 
congress the fact that diplomatic re- 
lations with Germany were severed. 


If a show-down is forced in congress 


it may be that the administration will 
find that the Borah viewpoint is in 
the minority in which case the. chair- 
manship of the foreign relations com 
mittee will not be regarded abroad as 
carrying the implications of power 
that its present incumbent is presum 
ed to possess.

sudden death on the Contra Costa hills 
Thursday night when San Pablo creek, 
swollen by a heavy rain, burst a tem- 
porary dam and sent a torrent of wa- 
ter rushing into a tunnel in wh.ich 
they were working. 


The workmen, a shift boss and nine 


laborers, had not a chance for their 
lives. They were working in the far 
end of the bore, 2,200 feet from the en- 
trance, and the 
flood, coming with 


barely an instant's warning engulfed 
them. 


The victims' bodies still arc in the 


tunnel with no chance of being recov- 
ered -until the flood recedes and 
the 


water can be pumped from the bore. 


Three men working at the base of 
a shaft at a point about 700 feet from 
the entrance escaped, jumping into an 
elevator and ascending as the whirling 
torrent roared in on them.

King Albert 
conferred 


upon Browning- the title of chevalier 
of the order of Leopold.

A special election to fill the 
vacancy caused by the death of Sena- 
tor Bert M. Fernald will be held Mon- 
day.

Brewster charged that Gould had ex- 
ceeded the state's law governing ex- 
penses in the primary.

Hundsacker was shot 
four times, 


most of the missiles taking effect in 
the upper part of his body. 
Albert 


Robinson, his father-in-law, was shot 
once in the leg while Milburn Vinson, 
tho other member of the party, was 
uninjured.

automobile found that he had armed 
after the early morning attack on his 
home. The officers confiscated a ma- 
chine-gun two rifies and a revolver 
which were in the machine.

Wherever you 
go you bump into a church, a school, 
a social c^ntT, n oomm'jni*" hour0, a 
play ground, a hospital, a nursery, a 
town hall, a clinic for in no place 
have we ever seen people feeling the 
sociable obligation, as they do here. 


It seems that 
sugar manufacture 


here has to be on a large scale. In 
Kama the government alloted some 
land to free holders but they sim- 
ply could not make it pay. It lies in 
the inherent condition of the islands, 
Their volcanic soil <s composed off 75 
percent of iron with a lack of or- 
ganic matters. Then there is no wa- 
ter to speak off. Here on the island 
fo Kauai which is the oldest geologi- 
cally and is in the far northwest end 
of the group they claim to have the 
driest and wettest spots on earth. On 
one side it rains only a half an inch 
a year: right through the mountain 
gap an hour's automobile ride it rains 
from 300 to 600 inches a year. We see 
it 
rain every day from our 
front 


rooms. The rains do not come here so 
much. The water is caught 
in re- 


servoirs and shunted downward to 
the cane fields. In the island of Oahu 
on which Honolulu is located the plan 
is reversed. There they have to de- 
pend entirely on irrigation. The Ewa 
plantation for example lias 9 pump- 
ing stations and they pump 100,000,000 
gallons of water every 24 hours while 
the city of San Francisco consumes 
only 65,000,000 gallons. 
The planta- 


tions have spent around 
$19,000.000 


for irrigation, making these the great- 
est irrigation projects anywhere. It 
takes 4,000 tons of water to produce 
one ton of sugar. This does not seem 
possible. 
So important has this end 


become that everywhere 
they have 


made plots of the cane areas and have 
water meters all over measuring the 


flow and we saw the tables showing 
just how many cubic yards of water i 
takes to make one inch of sugar cane 
can grow in an acre. They arc Jus 
trying out the overhead irrigation like 
our lawn sprinklers and they say i 
is more economic and will not have 
to have the labor which is a serious 
problem in the islands.

Thus while wo lie idle nine months a 
year in sugar 'manufacture, the sugar 
makers manufacture

months and take three months for re- 
pairs. They are just getting ready for 
the campaign now and by December : 
will bo under way. In fact some of 
the factories on the island of Kaua 
are now grinding and will keep it up 
till August. 


The first crop that comes is known 


as the "Plant cane." It is the first 
crop and matures 
from

IS 


months. It is planted by seed whicl 
is really not seed but tops of cane. It 
is planted in rows 5 feet apart and the 
furrow is used for watering. The stub 
b]es of the plant cane will grow again 
and will mature in 13 months and this 
is known as the ratoon crop.

they ratoon three times before 
re 


planting and we saw one field where 
they had taken fifteen crops. Thus 
while one crop is being harvested an 
other crop is middle aged and the 
third is being planted and that means 
a continual process. 


CANE GROWS THICK 


The cane here grows to 24 feet in 


length. It lays down and becomes a 
veritable jungle. It has to be hoed 
the first three months after that the 
leaves protect it from weeds.

ENGLAND ENTERS NEW EPOCH 


Perhaps the greatest and most signifi- 


cant world political development of the 
last generation is the 
metamorphosis 


•which has taken place in the British em- 
pire. The first important change in this 
period was the abolishment of the veto 
power of the house of lords, and the mak- 
ing of the house of commons the 
real 


governing body. It was essentially a dem- 
ocratic change. 
Next came 
extensive 


concessions to the colonies, particularly 
to South Africa, and then to 
Canada, 


which enlarged home government. 
Fol- 


lowing the war the Irish free-state was 
created, and that problem 
presumably 


solved. 


There has been sitting in London 
a 


conference of dominion premiers, in con- 
sultation with each other and with the 
British government. The deliberations of 
this conference have just been concluded 
and as a result of an agreement reached 
the British empire enters on a new epoch 
upon a radically different basis. The do- 
minions are officially recognized as au- 
tonomous units.' The empire becomes in 
fact what it has been recently called in 
name, towit: A commonwealth of nations 
in which no member is subordinated to 
any other. In this respect it is analogous 
to the United States, but that is as far as 
the comparison goes. Owing to the geo- 
graphical character of the British empire, 
it could not be organized as is this nation. 


Under the new arrangement each do- 


minion or unit of the empire will be mas- 
ter of its own destiny. It will conduct its 
own foreign affairs without hindrance by 
the foreign office at London. It will, we 
take it, have an accredited representative 
at the capitals of the world. It will no 
longer be necessary for a dominion to 
transact business with England through 
a governor-general, although governors- 
general will be retained as a nominal in- 
dication of imperial relations. 
Business 


between the dominions and with the cen- 
ter of the empire will be direct and inde- 
pendent. Even the title of the British 
monarch is to be changed for the third 
time in fifty years. This is a concession 
to Irish nationalism and to the new status 
of that state. 


The principle of autonomy of the do- 


minions has been admitted for many 
years, but it has never been formally 
outlined and officially recognized. Today 
it stands as a fundamentally incorporated 
act of the British empire. Step by step the 
British empire has emerged from an au- 
tocratic and highly centralized kingdom 
to a wide-flung commonwealth of nations 
which approaches in fact representative 
government quite as closely as that of re- 
publics. The kingship is a mere titular 
office, maintained by tradition and senti- 
ment. It expresses the hegemony and 
prestige of the empire to the 
average 


Britisher better than any other insignia 
that might be contrived, and it is pe- 
culiarly adapted to the British parliamen- 
tary system. 


The transition through which the em- 


pire has gone was inevitable. It had to 
take place to hold it together. We have 
reached an age where colonies or domin- 
ions could not be held to the support of 
the crown by force, theoretical or actual. 
Finally, only a mutuality of interest and 
common protection can continue to pre- 
serve the empire. It must be a ire.- union. 
loyalty to it freely and firmly given. 


The evolution of the British empire is 


an altogether remarkable political step. 
It has been modernized and rc-hhapcd 
according to the requirements of true 


j 
progress. It has perhaps met its politi-al 


, problems more 
satisfactorily than 
its 


economic problems.

HOW ABOUT OURSELVES? 


Italy and the government of Mussolini 


continue to hold an important place in 
the interesting news of the world. Mr. 
Stcele, European correspondent for the 
Chicago Tribune and who could hardly 
be charged with 
partiality 
towards 


Mussolini, nevertheless sees the appar- 
ent virtues of the fascista rule in his quest 
of the philosophy of the system. Tersely 
stated, he says that "the object of fascism 
is to make Italy a paradise for producers 
and a hell for idlers," and if that result 
may be obtained 
by ary government 


without, on the one hand, too far tres- 
passing the rights of the individual or, on 
the other hand, risking its own existence, 
it is an end always to be desired. But it 
must, ultimately, fail,—wreck itself. 


There is nothing much new under the 


sun in the way of government. 
There 


have been Mussolinis before, many of 
them. There have been 
fascist govern- 


ments before, under other names, many 
of them. There have been republics too, 
before, many of them. And they have all 
in time gone the same course. The Mus- 
solini government is not unlike that of 
the German empire before the war, only 
a little harsher, a little more severe. 
It 


may, and doubtless will, do. presently, 
some good. It certainly 
brought order 


and industry and a degree of contentment 
to Italy. But it is based on the constantly 
recurring but age-old fallacy that great, 
dictatorial powers can be safely entrusted 
to the hands of one or a few men. Invari- 
ably any dictatorship lasting beyond the 
short space of some great confusion or 
compelling necessity has ended in disas- 
ter. 


"The check and balance system" such 


as prevails in our form of government 
where power and authority are spread 
instead of concentrated, is far preferable 
in the long run although such a system 
is fraught with the danger that when the 
people have power of government 
com- 


pletely in their hands they often, very 
often, mistake some present unhappiness 
or distress as attributable to something in 
their government when the fault is en- 
tirely with themselves. Republics 
like 


ours have jone to decay in the past be- 
cause of the tendency- to constantly alter 
or change the constitution or fundament- 
al law, changes that take place mostly 
because the people who make them do 
not in fact understand the theory of gov- 
ernment nor the practice of government 
nor the necessity, the constant all-com- 
pelling necessity of not 
discarding a 


system merely because it is not perfect: 
as though anything were that. We have 
altered our laws sometimes with the 
charming faith and innocence of a child 
reaching out its chubby 
arms to the 


moon. 


When we amended our constitution to 


elect United States- senators directly in- 
stead of through our legislatures, when 
we adopted the primary system, when ive 
made our officials and particularly 
our 


judges subject to the recall, we departed 
almost as far from the carefully figured 
out government of Washington and Jef- 
ferson as Italy has in setting up a dicta- 
tor. These changes in our constitution re- 
ceived popular approval in the good faith 
of the people that they could ru:i the gov- 
ernment as well directly as 
indirectly, 


but the truth of it is they cannot and no 
people, however intelligent, ever has. Our 
wide and quite thorough system of edu- 
cation, our effort to stamp out illiteracy, 
will minimize but cannot eradicate their 
ultimate harm. 


And while we look askance at the near 


ferocity of imperial Mussolini, we should 
not shut, our eyes to our own shortcom- 
ings, and they are grave ones; for we 
have drifted and are drifting away from 
the moorings of a constitution and form 
of government that launched a 
nation 


more auspiciously than any that had pre- 
ceded it.

COLD, WARMTH AND RHEUMATISM

fourteen thousand six hundred twenty-two 


predictions of rlicumatiz "some day" made l>y Mrs.

using the term "rheumatism" in fho title of this 
talk; I did so because I wanted to gain the atten- 
tion of readers who are not so" intelligent: they 
think they know what I'm talking about when I 
say 
rheumatism; 
they wouldn't follow if a said 


arthritis or anything definite. 


Unfortunately, for uneducated folk—and precious 


few have a fair health education.—cold and warmth 
have a well recognized influence upon that lame- 
ness, 
soreness, 
stiffness or disability which not 


rarely 
follows unaccustomed or violent muscular 


effort, exercise, piny or work. The layman without 
knowledge 
of 
physiology draws incorrect deduc- 


tions from the observation that cold or chill after 
such vigorous exercise is likely to cause nv.iscle 
soreness. For one thing lie assumes that this is 
good evidence that one does "take cold" from ex- 
posure to cold: for another he fancies that this 
somehow explains "rheumatism;" for another he 
readilly 
accepts the glib explanation of the half 


baked "authority" that the lameness is due to vvaste 
matter or poison of some kind which is locked in 
when the "pores arc closed." On such erratic no- 
tions the uninformed or misinformed layman bases 
his conception of "rheumatism," and these same 
foolish notions lead to a prodigious amount of vain 
treatment, vain so far as remedial effect is con- 
cerned, though not so vain from the viewpoint of 
:he merchant who markets the treatment. 


Some of our. oh. say well known medical brethren 


still believe that exposure to cold or wet is a factor 
of some importance in the causation of, oh, they 
refuse to specify, but some vague, undefined ill- 
ness or indisposition which they prefer you to vis- 
ualize for yourself as a "cold." Quite a number of 
our health officers share this benefit and the skill- 
ful dodging it entails. But no medical authority of 
the day seriously upholds the idea that exposure to 
cold or wet causes or predisposes to any of the dis- 
eases which the layman calls "rheumatism." 


A sprained angle or a black eye may be rather 


aggravated by cold and relieved by warmth or heat, 
yet we do not assume that either condition is in 
any way related to exposure to cold orwet. 


Often 
heat 
in one form or other is the most 


grateful and the most helpful remedy in a case of 
chronic arthritis, bursitis, synovitis or other condi- 
tion. The same reme'dy IF quite as valuable in re- 
lieving the pain, soreness, lameness, or stiff.-.ess that 
persists after some 
fractures, 
sprains, "di-locat- 


lons, and traumatic or operative woufids. It is just 
as sensible to call these conditions "rheumatism" 
as it is to call synovitis or arthritis by that name. 


The application of heat modifies the local circu- 


lation and nutrition in a favorable -way. Perhaps 
the scientific use of massage, passive manipulation 
and active exercise would be more effective for that 
purpose, were popular health education more ad- 
vanced.

person. 


I was reminded of that remark of 


Prefssor Phelps while reading "The 
Cntimate Papers of Colonel House." 
Thousands have read the two big vol- 
umes since the publication last spring 
and it is likely that many have had 
a similar feeling about the book. Here 
was one man who had more contracts 
with more influential persons in more 
countries in the greatest crisis in. the 
world's history than an;- other single 
man, living or dead, but he hap. little 
or no lierary ability to" make 
those 


experiences count in permanent liter- 
ature. And at the same time there are 
hundreds of writers who have ability 
Lo transmute the unexampled exper- 
iences of. Col. House into great novels 
or epics or dramas but ivho had no 
opportunity to have experiences like 
his at first hand. 


COULDN'T WRITE NOVEL. 


Suppose for a moment that Colonel 


House had the rterary 
ability 
to 


write 3. great novel. "What an oppor- 
tunity to write a book that 
would 


make the diplomatic life of the. time 
of the "World war live in literature for 
all time to come. Xo such novel has 
come out of the war among all the 
thousands of books that have been 
written about the great conflict and it 
is likoly that no such novel will ever 
be written, merely for the reason that 
probably no novelist with the power 
to build such a book has the personal 
background for it such as Col. House 
has. 


Col. 
House has demonstrated that 


he is incapable of writing a 
great 


novel or even a medicore novel. He 
showed it in the most convincing way 


possible by actually trying to -write 
a novel. 


Before Wilson became president and 


before House 
came 
into 
national 


prominence, he decided to put his eco- 
nomic and political ideas 
into the 


form of a novel. It was.called "Phil- 
d Dru: 
Administrator," 
and 
it 


wag published about 1912 or therea- 
bouts. 
Issued anonymously 
it won 


some attention because of the curi- 
osity as to its authorship. 
Many 


guesses -.vere made and it was not 
until years afterwards, when most 
of the reforms advocated in the nov- 
el, such as for instance the Federal 
Reserve act, had been written into the 
law of the land that House admitted 
he had written the book. 


But even with the adventitous help 


of curiosity and with the further help 
of the rumor that the author was high 
up on the counsels 01 the adminis- 
tration, the book made comparatively 
little impression. As a work of art it 
was a dud and it is safe to say that 
no one has ever read it through pure- 
ly as a novel. Many may have read it 
because they were interested in the 
economic or political ideas discussed, 
but aside from that tha book is as 
dead as a last year's newspaper. 


INTERESTED IN IDEA 


,y Colonel House admits that he is 
not a novelist and his description of 
the writing of "Philip Dru: Admin- 
istrator" shows that he was sick and 
tired of the job long before it was 
finished. He was 
interested in the 


ideas he tried to get across and the 
only reason he tried the novel form 
was the hope that in that way he 
would be able to win the interest of 
many for the ideas who would never 
read a solid book on economics or 
politics. 


•In other words, he had exactly the 


same reason for writing a novel that 
for instance Charles M. Sheldon had 
when he wrote "In His Steps." Shel- 
don was not interested in writing a 
novel. He had certain religious ideas 
that he wished to propagate and he 
decided the novel form n-ould reach 
the most people. 


This is very 
often fatal.

Washington, D. C. — The lads

lassies of Wisconsin rush into mar- 
riage slowly. 


Official figures for marriages and di- 


vorces In 1925 announced by the Cen- 
sus Bureau Thursday disclosed that in 
only one state—Delaware—is the ra- 
tion or marriages to population less 


, than in Wisconsin. There were 5.7 
' marriages per 1.000 of population in 
Wisconsin last year. In Delaware the 
rate was 5 marriages per 1.000 of pop- 
ulation. 


Wisconsin during the year had 1G.094 


marriages, an increase of 1.1 por cent 
over 1925. Divorces numbered 2,401, an 
increase of 5.3 per cent over 1924. 


There were 1.1S1.83S marriages per- 


formed in the United States during: the 
year 1925, as compared with 1,178,318 
in 1924. These figures represent an in- 
crease of 3,520 marriages, or 0.3 per 
cent. The relative increase, however, 
was somewhat less than the estimated 
increase in the population, which 
amounted to 1.5 per cent. 


During the year 1925 there were 175, 


495 divorces granted in the United 
States, as compared with 170,932 in 
1924, representing- an increase of 4,543, 
or Z.I per cent, 
cent. 


The estimated population of the Uni- 


ted States on July 1, 1925, was 115,- 
378,094, and i.n July 1. 1924, 113,727.- 
432. On the basis of these estimates the 
number of marriages per 1,000 of the 
population was 10.2 in 1925, as against 
10.4 in 1924; and the number of di- 
vorces per 1,000 of the population was 
1.52 in 1925, as against 1.50 in 1924. 


While the net increase m the num- 


ber of marriages performed 
in 
the 


country as a. whole was only 0.3 per 
cent, the relative change in the differ- 
ent states-ranged from a decrease of 
13.5 per cent in Georgia to an increase 
of 35.4 per cent in Florida and an in- 
crease of 91 per cent in Nebraska.

"Every 
person dealing at retail or wholesale 
in gasoline, and like products, shall 
deliver the same to 
the purchaser 


only in barrels, casks, jugs, packages 
or cans, painted vermillion red) and 
having the word "gasoline" stenciled 
thereon. This bill will permit the use 
of pumps and designate their require- 
ments."
